U«. Tho demand for personnel competent in the fields concerned iG 
such that direct hiring of suitable personnel for pormonent employment in 
CIA is elmost out of tho question. An alternate procedure offers possi- 
bilities and ig suggested for consideration. Through contact with CIA 
cleared consultants, it has been learned that specialists in at luast 
some. of the fields could be obtained on a contract basis. The individuals 
concerned would net know of CIA interest in their servicos until the/ had 
been carefully screened, security cleared, and indoctrinated. Tho/ would 
not become CIA employees in fact and thus would retain their association •> 

• with their parent organization. Control of their activities relating. 

■’ , to the project both during their period' of service and afterward vrould 
V.'be as good, or perhaps better, than that achieved with rogular om^loyoes. 

.■ ’i;- If this suggestion is considered favorably, action can bo started 

at any .tine toward the processing of candidates. A period of about

six months from initial processing date to dato of availability for fiold 
assignment should be anticipated. If action could be expedited, tile, 
.coniine summer months would be .most suitablo , since many of the candidates 
will bo doing graduate work during the regular ochool year.

1. Development of spooial interrogation techniques no?: believed to 
have a potontial for CIA operational use requires the adoption of a pro- 
gram for procuring personnel skilled in the use of these techniques and 
establishing then in tto field where thoy can oporato under operational 
conditions. 

2, a possibility of procuring some of the personnel \Yith the rc- 
quipod specialties is bolieved to exist.
